Item #4 - #2 Diesel Fuel for Tank Truck delivery - Summit City 
Standard offered an alternate at a lower price than Lassus Fuel Oil Company 
however, their offering did not meet specifications of the Bid in that they 
offered #2 Fuel Oil which Is used in furnaces only. The 4,000 gallon_ 
estimated quantity on this item is used by the Park Department in equipment 
which requires a mixture with diesel fuel additives.

Please note that all prices quoted by the Vendors were quoted with an Escalator 
Clause, therefore above amount of $174,535.51 is an estimated total of prices as 
quoted in the respective Bids.
